Principal’s Message 


Education is a common word with many meanings to 
different people. These varieties of interpretation might 
well be that the only tangible evidence is often a cer- 
tificate or a diploma hanging on a wall. However, the 
price of this elusive commodity is high and in your 
cases it has cost twelve years of your lives and many 
hours of toil and effort. 

Some would define education as merely the three R's, 
but these are only the tools by which a human becomes 
educated rather than the end product of education it- 
self. Those who insist that the three R's are necessary 
are correct but their confusion of the three R's and true 
education is analogous to confusing the cutlery for the 
dinner. 

Others define education as the development of the in- 
tellect to its highest level. This is a noble but narrow 
goal. As the Greeks pointed out centuries ago, mere in- 
tellectual development at the expense of ethical, phy- 
sical, and material demands are very confining and, in 
reality, produce a distortion of human nature. 

Whatever the definition, mature minds realize that 
because of the tremendous scientific breakthroughs of 
the past centuries, the future holds promises of even 
more startling discoveries. Knowledge builds on know- 
ledge and as we painfully reach the higher vantage 
points, the horizons and prospects of our sphere of un- 
derstanding increase. 


Therefore, for your generation to advance and to 
make any significant progress and contribution to the 
field of human knowledge, it is necessary for you as in- 
dividuals to thoroughly grasp and understand the basic 
foundations that the former generations have so pain- 
fully laid. Surely we can provide you with a better start 
by demonstrating what has been achieved and what er- 
rors have been made in the past. 

The activities of the world and the expansion of know- 
ledge never cease, and we will need as many creative 
pioneers in the future as in the past. To meet this chal-~ 
lenge man needs three vital qualities: perception, im- 
agination, and courage. Through perception we see 
things as they really are: through imagination we dream 
of the great things that can be; through courage we ven- 
ture forth to make our dreams a reality. 

My sincere hope is that in addition to the basic tools 
of learning, Harry Ainlay High School has given you the 
three dynamics of perception, imagination, and cour- 
age, for it is these great qualities that cause all human 
advance and progress. In the final analysis, if our 
school has done little for the human spirit then our gains 
have been slight, but if our educational efforts have in- 
spired the human spirit then we have truly achieved our 
fundamental purpose.
